| Hi E Knighr of the Pulpit finding the great

ly made a Caſe of a Brooms (taff, made hollow, to 
pat the upper'ipart of his renowned Per, and the 
lower part wasa plzce of a Cows hoin,ficted very 
artfully with a ſcrew, in which he pur bis Sryg14- 
Liquor, with ſome of an old Satyrs bair that grew 
under his Tail,the cut-fide of which he had neat.y 
Carved like a flag'd Brom, lo that when it was 
ſcrev'd to the other part of the Broom::c5 ir lcoke 
exaRtly like a Broom ; the Knighe of the Pulpir 
drawing hearer,to view more exaQtly this ratity of 
his Sons and raking ir. in his hand,irftunkto, that 
he was almoſt Poyfoned, for you muft know that 
Don Riz iero being often troubled with the Squire, 
had made uſe of the ſmaller end of his 7 enner,in-
